"Trust-Busting" in Connellsville One Hundred and Two 


Years Ago. 


Saunter down Main street to the Yough Bridge, and, to your right, the ground now 


occupied by the City Hall is the exact site of the Market House erected in 1810. 
It 


was the first public building in Connellsville. 
Among the things exchanged at the 


Market House were vegetables, bees-wax, home made sugar, tallow,-fresh and salt 
meats (mainly pork), fruits, etc. 


Then, the man who tried to corner the market and boost the cost of living was 


dealt with severely. The ordinance read, in part, "anybody—store keepers excepted— 
buying a commodity and selling it again the same day, at an advance in price, is to be 
fined one dollar in money." 


And "One Dollar" was not so easily rounded-up 102 years ago as now.
